cloth hats trimmed with gold lace, and mounted with a green-coloured 
plume; red tunies and green trousers. Their long black hair was twisted 
into a knot, which hung down over the collar of their tunics, They were 
regularly armed with a musket with bayonet affixed ; and such was their 
martial appearance, that but for their long hair and the fuluess of their 
bosoms, L should not have recognised their sex. From the Prime Mimster 
of the Nizam Lobtained permission to make a sketch of these Amszous, 
and he was good enough to summon a detachment of them to one o! the 
inner courts of the palace, that T might make my drawing without inter-

Hycerabad is a city of some extent, being upwards of four niles in length 
by bree miles in wicth. The streets are narrow, snd in general are irregu- 
larly laid out. The principal buildings are the Nizam’s palace, the “four 
minarets,” and numerous other mosques. The whole city is surrounded 
by a stone wall abot forty feet high and ten feet thick. Trees are planted 
in almost every street—especially round the mo-qnes—and give the city a 
very cheeriul appearance,

FRANCE. 

Tue Emperor and Empress arrived at the Tuileries from Compitgne on 
Sunday afternoon. 

Of the seven returns by the Republican party to the Legislative Body at

M. Dupin has been appointed Procureur-Imperisl in the Court of Cassa- 
tion. M. Dupin was formerly Presicent of he Notional Assemly. He 
was also one of the most notable a: herents of the Orleanist party, and his 
acceptance of office under the Empire has cvused some sensation in Paris, 

The Conference of Paris will not be held till January, se are now told. 

The text of a convention between France and Deumark with reference to 
the Sound duties and the tolls levied in the Belt has been published. 
France is to pay an indemnity to the Danish Exchequer of two millions 
two hundred and nineteen rixdollars, in forty half-yearly instalments. 

It is said that the French Government have determined to put an end to 
the disgraceful bickerings whiel: daily take place at Constantinople between 
M. Vhouvevel and Lord Stratford de Redeliffe, and that despatches which 
have just le(t for the East, are calculated to produce a change in the 
attitude of these diplomatists towards each other, 


SPAIN.

Extensive reforms and important savings in the War Department are 
being projected by the new Minis'ry. 

The accouchment of the Queen was daily expected at our last advices. 


AUSTRIA. 

Tue reported reduction of the Anstrian army has been contradicted by 
severa] German papers; bet a Vieuna telegram, of November 18, states 
that the reduction has been «flicxally sanctioned; and the “Cologne Ga- 
vette” of Nov, 18 says:—“ The Emperor ordered the reduction of the 
army in an autograph letter, dared October 27, addressed to the Archduke 
William, wh. is charged with the exeeution of this important measure, It 
is certain that all the ceatral divisious of infantry wil be suppressed, and 
that eonsidc rable reductions will be made in the cavalry and artillery. It 
is not yet known whether the depdt battalions will be reduced.” 

Commerce is still ere atly distressed in Austria, The prices of raw pro- 
duce decline daily, and money is so scarce that manufactured goods find 
but few whoiesale purchasers. 

A Vienna letter sayy: —“ It las been agreed that the three Cabinets 
of Vienna, Constantinople, and London shall address notes to the Cabinet 
of St, Petersburg, in wireh they will, by common accord, demand the 
free navigation of the Black Sea, as well as communication with all the 


ports on its coasts.” 
PRUSSIA. 

M. Manreurer has issued a circular on the Principalities question to the 
representatives of Prussia at foreign Courts, He says, in relerence to the 
late wote of Aali Pacha s— 

“This new declaration of the Porfe is not of a nature to make the King’s 
Government deviate trom the course whic! it has hitherto p.rsned during all the 
puases which the affoir of the Principalities has gone through. It will await 
the meeting of the Congress of Paris, and the expression of their wishes by the 
Divans, be ore it pronounces its opinion,

the most explicit and complete explanations.”

RUSSIA; 

Russta has prohibited the export of silver, both on her European and 
Asiatic jrontiers, a measure which, it is hoped, will have a beneficial effect 
throughout Europe, For many months past there Las been a constant des 
mand for silver jor Russia, to meet which large supplies of French, Belgian 
and other silver coin were continually arriving at Llamburg, and these were 
at once melted into ingots, end forwarded without delay to Russia, from 
whence they found their way through Kiachta to China, where the native 
merchants have for some time refused to accept any other returns for their 
produce. Previous to the late war between the Western Powers and 
Russia it was customary to barter cottons, woollens, and other voods for 
teas, silks. &e ; but as these eould not be furnished in sufficient quantities 
when, on account of the blockade, there was no importation either of

TURKEY AND THE EAST. 

M. THOUVENEL’s relations with the Porte seem to be ameliorated , and 
we are informed that the French Ambassador now shows himself more 
conciliatory ou the question of the Principalities. 

Great agitation prevails in the Principalities. The Ottoman Govern- 
ment has sent a strong force to Sistria, with an eve to these disturbances, 

The monetary disturbance which has so largely affected Europe and 
America has extended 1o Turkey. Provisions lave reached a price unpre- 
cedented, Extraordinary purchases of arms, and especially of revolvers, 
are being made by the prople, and it is clear that the Mussulmans are 
very mach alarmed about the future of the Empire, 

Prince Gagarin, the Governor-General of Kontais and Mingrelis, has 
been assassinated hy Dodeck Kiliane, one of the petty sovereigus of Min- 
grelin. We have yet heard no excuse for the assassination. 


AMERICA. 

ComMERCIAL affairs still exhibit symptoms of improvement; but the 
“hunger demonstrations” which have broken ont in several cities of the 
Union oceasion much uneasiness. At New York precautions have been 
taken against any violent outbreak, by posting detachments of soldiers in 
various parts of the city. 

General Walker has informed General Cass that he has not the slightest 
idea of violating the neutrality laws of the United States. He has merely 
enrolled 2,500 men in the Southern States as emigrants to Nicaragua, 
nothing more. The General was arrested at New Orleans on the 1th, 
and held to bail. We are not informed of the nature of the charge against 
him. 

It is reported that a body of 500 United States troops were destroyed by 
Indians, while on their way to Utah. No military operations are likely to 
be opened against the saints this winter. The United States torces are 
insuflicient, it sees. Moreover, a military officer sent across the Rocky 
Monntains to report on the state of affairs, found the Mormous bent on 
resistance, and, as the only road into their valley from the Missouri 
country is a deep and rugged pass fi'ty miles long, he was of opinion that 
they conld resist great odds without much difficulty. 

The Washington correspondent of the “ New York Herald” (who is 
generally well informed), says:—“ Mr. Mason has sent to the President 
his resgnation as Minister to France, to take effect from the Ist of 
January next. ‘The President, [ understand, will recommend a total 
abrogation of all entangling treaty stipulations touching Central America, 
including the Clayton-Bulwer Treaty, He thinks this the quickest and 
surest mode of ridding ourselves of all embarrassments on the question. 
Every nation will then act independently on its own policy. Such is 
the general understanding among the diplomatic corps here. T re-atfirm, 
upon the highest authority, that Sir William Gore Ouseley has no official 
connection whatever with the English Legation here, It 1s not certain 
that he will even visit Washington.”

THE DELHI FUGITIVES—THEIR DEFEAT AT AGRA, 

Colonel Greathed’s column, consisting of her Majesty’s 8th Foot and 
9th Lancers, two troops Horse Artillery, one line 4th field batiery. five 
12-inch mortars, two compames of Punjab Sappers, 2nd and 4th Punjah 
Tofantry, 125 detachment of Punjab Cavalry, and 200 Hodsou’s Hors 
about 3,000 in all, in pursuit of Delhi tugitives, fell in with the enemy ar 
Bolundshuhur, and after two hours’ fighting routed them, with heavy Jov. 
ot men, two guns, and ammunition, Our loss was fifty killed and

BLOWING UP THE CASHMERE GATE AT DELUT, 

The following is an extract ot a report, dated Sept. 17, from Colonel 
Baird Smith to Major-General Wilson :— 

“The gallantry with which the explosion party under Lieutenants 
Home and Salkeld, performed the desperate duty of blowing up the 
Cashmere Gate, in broad daylight, will, [ feel sure, be held to justily me 
in making special mention of it, The party was composed, in addition to 
the two officers named, of the following :—Sergeants John Smith and A. 
Carmichael, and Corporal Burgess, Sappers aud Miners; Bugler as- 
thorne, her Majesty’s 52nd, fourteen native sappers and miners, ten Punjab 
ditto, musters covered by the fire of her Majesty's 60th Rifles, ‘The parts 
advanced at the double towards the Cashmere Gate—Lieutenant Home, 
with Sergeants Smith and Carmichael, and Havildar Mabor, all the sap- 

rs leading and carrying the powder bays, followed by Lieutenant Salkei., 

orporal Burgess, and a portion of the remainder of the party. ‘The ad- 
vanced party reached the gateway uniuri, and found that part of th: 
drawbridge had been destroyed ; but passing across the precarious footway 
supplied by the remaining beams, they proceeded to lodge their powd:r 
bags against the gate. ‘Tne wicket was open, and through it the 
enexay kept up a heavy fire upon them. Sergeant Carmichael was killed 
while laying his powder bag, Havildar Mahor being at the same time 
wounded, The powder being laid, the advanced party slipped down into 
the ditch to allow the firing party, under Lieutenant Salkeld, to perfor 
its duty. While endeavouring to fire the charge, Lieutenant Salkeld wa 
shot through the arm and leg, and handed over the slow match to Corpori! 
Burgess, who fell mortally wounded just as he had suceesstully aceon 
plished the onerous duty. Haviluar ‘Villuh Sing, of the Sikhs, was 
wounded, and Raniloll Sepoy, of the same corps, was killed during this 
part of the operation. ‘The demolition being most successful, Lieutenan' 
Home, happily not wounded, caused the bugler to sound the regimen’! 
call of the 52nd, as the signal for the advancing columus, Fearing the!

GOSSIP FROM HONG KONG. 

From an interesting letter written by the “limes” correspondent at 

Hong Kong, we take the following scraps of gossip and information -— 
RUSSIANS AND AMERICANS IV CHINA, 

The Russians have played the first card inthe game Which is now to come 
of here. Onthe 2nd inst. (Sept.) Count Putiatin, Vice Admiral, Aide-de-Camp, 
Geperal-Governor of Amoor, Minister Plenipotentiary and Ambassador Extr:or- 
dinary from his [mperial Majesty the Emperor of Russia to the Court of Pekin, 
landed at Shanghae i plain costume and trom a little boat, accompanied by a 
suite as unpretending astheirprincipal. He had lelt his steamer at Woosung to 
coal, and took up his residence wiih the American house of Russell and Co, 
The only visits he paid, except retarn visits of ceremony, were to Mr. Beale, 
an old friend, whose guest he had heen whien stationed here before the war, and 
to Mr. Hurd, the head of another of the principal American houses at this port. 
From these little facts some people draw conclusions as to a probable coinci- 
dence of Russian and Ameriean counci's in the foi theoming negociations. 

It seems to be thought here that the objects of the Russians extend no 
further than to convert their college at Pekin into a diplomatic establishment, 
and to obtain a participaticn in the privileges granted to nations “ heretofore 
trading toCanton.” With an Ambassador at Pekin they can work ont the rest 
at their leisure. Meanwhile the odium of all coercive measures is to be thrown 
npon the English and the French. We shall see presently how this will work. 
The Count will either go to Pekin, or he will be back here before the next mail 
leaves. If Russia gaius time by this quick isolated step, she also risks. From 
the treatment she receives we may surely learn something that may be useful 
ous. The Russian officers have been most provokinely candid and circum- 
stantial as to thelr means of detence at Castres Bay and Petropaulovski, and as 
to their escapes. Lt would be easy to make an amusing letter out of these 
revelations. But cui boo? Let these unpleasant topics cease, Some Horace 
Walpole is no doubt telling the next age all about it. 

KUROPE AT NINGPO, 

Hamburg sends more ships up the Niogpo river than even England, Every 
petty nation that basa flag to lend or sell ia represented either by its square- 
nigzed ships or by its nondescript lorchas. Sw eden and Denmark, and Hamburg 
and Holland, and Spain and Portugal, wre ail Christian nations, all have traded, 
or say they have traded, to Cauton, and all have flags under which honest men 
and scoundrels may equally claim treaty rights. But these nations have no 
consuls and no men of war tc keep the peace. If an English, an An erican, ora 
French ship comes to Ningpo, she must pay her tonnage dues and get ber grand 
chop before she can clear our, If an armed Hamburg ship comes up the river 
she does as she pleases—that is to say, she pays no tonnage dues, to the obvious 
slisadvantage of the ships of the great Powers, The other day five Europeans 
boarded a Chinen junk in that river, and under pretence of being officers entitied 
to see her papers, plundered her of ali the silver she had on board. Complaint 
was made. Oneof the pirates was found to be an English subject—one M urphy 
—he was tried before the Consul and sentenced to two years’ Im prisoument 
Several of the others were Europeans, subjects of nations represented by no 
authorities here; there was no power to touch them. This is a difficulty which 
must be met if we would not “open up China” to all the outlaws of Kurope; 
hut itis not insurmountable. 

A BRITISH MARAUDER BITTERLY PUNISHED. 

The ease of Tobin (au Trishman), who went up the country to collect © convoy 
money,” or, in plain English, to rob with violence, is another enibarrassment. The 
wan 18 dead, and the circumstances are, it appear a worse than they were first 
reported.

Vingpo itself is defended along the whole extent of its walls by two guns, whose 
explosion would be terrific, und cause immediate destruction to all who should 
approach—to fire them. It 18 said that there are 1,000 soldiers in the city, and 
the assertion is very probable. But the Chinese, who invented everything, in-

The Fever at Lisnon,—The fever was still raging at Lisbon at the date of 
Mest advices—about eighty persons died daily. Among those who have recently 
snrcumbed to the epidemic, is the Cardinal Patriarch, on account of whose 
leath all public amnsements were suspended for three days. Some of the pas- 
sengers of the Royal Mail steam-ship Tyne, from Southampton to Madeira, have 
wiblished a statement, cautioning persons proceeding to Madeira not to touch at 
Lisbon, a8 they will be quarantined for filteen days at Punehal. 

TeLRGRAPHIC TREATY WITH AUsTRIA,-~[t was reported that the British 
“overnment had come to an agreement with Austria “to'send all its telegrams 
by way of Ragusa to Alexandria, if the Lmperial authorities will make a submarine 
‘elegraph between those two cities.” Such a convention was on the point of 
veing concluded, but her Majcety’s Government afterwards resolved (very pru- 
vently) neither to bind its own hands nor those of its successors. 

Gaeat Free at St. PererspurG.—A fire broke out on the 9th im an im- 
inense lodging-house, occupied by 8,000 persons, kept by a Madame Souslow, at 
St. Petersburg. It raged for sixteen luurs before it could be extinguished, 
Seven persons lost their lives, and a nuwher of others only escaped with diffi- 
culty, A little girl, ten years of age, saved two children; the Emperor caused 
100 silver roubles to he given to her.

were killed and many others seriously injured, Ibe engiue was anew one; it 
only commenced working on the Friday previous, It was stopped in the ordin- 
ary way at dinner-hour oa Monday, aud should have again been put in motion 
at two o'clock, but sume delay occurred, and, as the machinery was not going, 
several of the mill hands assembled in the boiler-house, led there principally by 
the novelty of the circumstance, and partly to see what was the matter, The 
person in charge of the engine (Jesse Forth, who is among the dead) ordered 
some of the bystauders to put the engine in motion, while be “ fired up.” This 
was done, but the fly wheel lad maue only two or three revolutions when the 
boiler exploded and laid the place in ruins. Corpses were scattered here and 
there—some on the adjoining premises, some in the goit, or artificial dam, hard 
by; while others were buried beneath the rubbish, amidst those who had es. 
caped death, but who were only less helpless than their more unfortunate com. 
anions.—The Yorkshire papers record a similar calamity. At a place called 
Power Marchup, about five miles from Skipton, some shafts have been sunk to 
form a tunnel tn coptinuance of the conduit which supplies the Bradiord water- 
works. At the top of one of these shafis an agricultural light-pressure engine 
was used to draw up the water; and the boiler of this engine exploded. A youth 
in charge of the eugine was killed, as was also a man who was employed on the 
night shift, and who was watching the engine. He had an inlaot in his arme, 
who was killed with him, Several persons were greatly injured. 


SPOLLEN ON HIS TRAVRLS.—James Spollen, who came to Liverpool last week, 
osteusibly for emigration purposes, called upon the head of the Liverpool police, 
and asked for their “assistance and co-operation” in openiny a place where he 
could display a model of the premises where Mr, Little’s murder took place, and 
where le might lecture upon the incidents of that terrible affair.

Inqurst on THR Bopy or Mx. Avcustvs StarrorD, M.P.—The cirenme 
stances attendant upon the death of Mr. Stafford induced his triends 10 bave a 
coroner’s inquest. A post-moriem examination showed that Mr, Stafford had 
for some time been in a state of decaying heslth, with very feeble action of the 
heart, the most urgent symptonis arising from the existence of Earstones, 
a severe and pain/nl attack, powerful remedies were needed to subdue fits of pain 
that anght in themselves have proved fatal; and the use of strovy opiates was 
followed by bleeding. In the night the bandage came off the arm, and Mr, 
Stafford bled for a long while before he awoke, Ale then rose and obtained 
assistance. But now the opiate, the effects of which liad probably begun to sub- 
side, recovered a fatal influence over au exhausted frame. Lhe closing scene, 
with men employed for twelve hours with razor-strops and wooden battens in 
beating the soles of the fcet to prevent sleep, but frnitiessly, is one of the most 
painful ever related. The verdict of the inquest, however, pronounced the 
medical man, responsible for the bleeding and the opiates, free from blame. 

Mr. James Moore, whose house, at Ince, was blown up by gunpowder, is 
dead of his injuries The explosion, which was occasioned bs his ueyligence, also 
caused the death of two giris, and a verdict of manslaugtiter liad been given 
against him,

SIR ROBERT PEEL ON INDIAN AFFAIRS. 

Str Roprrr Prev regaled his constituents with an off-hand rambling 
speech last week, at a dinner given in honour of the late Mayor. It was a 
eritical and desultory essay npon the Indian mutiny, the conduct of the 
Government, the late speeches of Mr. Osborne, Lor Granville, and Lord 
Palmerston, the Indian finances, the promised Relorm Bul, and the 78th 
Highlanders. Some of the points were brought out with force and raci- 
ners, if not with novelty :— 

“Whet did Mr, Smith, of the Board of Control, sav when in June he received 
information of the seizure of Delhi by the mutineers? He gotun in the House 
of Commons—t beara hin with my own ear.—he got op and said, ‘We have 
receved @ report of a wutiuvin Toda; bu it is nothing—t is one of those 
peri dical émertes which oceasionaily excite se natives of Ludia.’” 

To show the rapidity with whieh troops might have been sent across 
Ezypt, Sir Robert stated that 460 men sent trom Malta on the 25th of 
September would reach Calentia in tive weeks ; while the time oce upied in 
the passage round the Cape would be—tor sailing vessels, 130 da ; for 
Bteamers, from 7 to So days. Now, in the Mediterranean there was a 
fleet under the command ot a man, to whom trom tue beginning he had 
always had an antipathy—he meant Admiral Lord Lyons—a fleet which 
kept roving about doing nothing. They read in the papers how Lord 
Lyons went here and went there, visited the Greek Consul and breakfusted 
with him, and went about seeing the beauty of the scenery in this place 
and that, when those ships might have been carrying troops to India, in. 
stead of showing off this, the vanest man who ever wore the British uni- 
form—a man who was showing himself off, instead of doing service to the 
British nation, When Parhament met, Sir Robert hoped it would con- 
sierthe great expense of this fleet, which had been doing nothing but ex. 
hibiing Lord Lyons, 

Sir Robert expressed, in his own peculiar style, great confidence in Lord 
Palmerston, 


THE BISHOP OF CXFORD ON THE INDIAN MUTINY. 
THE Bishop of Oxford has delivered at Reading a long lecture in sup- 
port of foreign missions, With respeet to India, he stronuly denounced the 
sanctioning and maintenance by the British authority there of the native 
superstitions, affirming the true interpretation of the cause of England’s 


recent disasters to be that “England has been false to England's taith, 
and timid of avowing Engiand’s Gud.” 


THE ENGLISH ENGINEERS IMPRISONED AT NAPLES, 

AN enthusiastic public meeting was held in Neweastle-on-Tyne on Mon- 
day evening, to tuke steps to procure the liberation of the iwo English 
engiveers who are imprisoned in the dangeons of Salerno, on a charge of 
being implicated in the recent conspiracy. ‘The speakers indulged in some- 
what fiery language, and the lollowing resolution was passed :— 


“That it is the opinion of this meeting that the imprisonment of the two 
English Engineers, Messrs, Watt and Parks, by the Neapolitan Government, 
and the refusal of that Government to allow the English Cousulat Naples ov any 
of their friends to communicate with them, is an insult tothe srivish nation, aud 
requires the prompt and vigorous interposition of the British Government.” 


The following letter trom the Foreign Office, on the part of Lord 
Clarendon, in answer to a memorial presented by Mr. Ridley, M.P., trom 
the workmen of Messrs. Stephenson and Co., evgine-builders, was read to 
the meeting :— 


“Sir,—Lam directed by the Earl of Clarendon, to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter of the 12th imst., enclosing a memorial nhumerously signed by work- 
men in the employ of Messrs. R. Stephenson and Co., rela'ive to tue case of the 
engineer, Heury Watt; and Lam directed to state to you. in reply to the memo- 
rialists, that Watt is ameuable to the law of Naples, #8 it appears that he was 
taken prisoner, being at the time im company with other persons who were 
attempting to excite a revolution, and that the acting Consul at Naples, under 
instructions from this office, has retained the best lawyers to be had iu Naples 
for his defence. Lord Clarendon has instructed the acting Consul to demand 
that he shall be allowed to see Watt, and the other engineer named Park, who is 


confined with bim, and that no unnecessary delay shall take place in procceding 
with their trial,” 


TRADE IN THE PROVINCES, 

Tue disturbances which broke ont in Nottingham in cousequence of the 
Scarcity of employment have not been repeated. Temporary rehef bas been 
afforded toa great many families, and there is an arrangement that for the pre- 
seul able-bodied men shall he employed upon a new road, At the Nottingham 
Theatre, Mr. Wallet, the “ Queen's Jester,” distributed 750 two pound loaves to 
the poor, 

Nearly the whole of the silk manufactorers at Derby have closed their mills, 
and the few that are open are working short time. Several thousands of people 
most of them females, have thus been thrown out of employment.—At Blackburn 
we bear of the closing of eleven mills. Others are working tour days a week, 
aud even in these many looma aud spindles are idle. Since the year 1847 there 
have never been more factory hands out of employment thon at the present 
momeut. Other trades are in the same state of depression.—At Stockport nearly 
all the miils are working either three or four days a-week, while ihe Test are 
stopped entirely.—At Bolton there is a marked increase in the number of appli- 
cants for poor law relief, compared with the corresponding period of last year. 
A similar pressure of applic.tions las been experienced by the board of awaited 
at Oldham.—At Preston trom 20,(.00 to 25,000 pecple are wandering about the 
Streets Wholly or in great part out of employment—The milis at aliiax are 
Renersliy working short tine, and many people are outof employment uliogether, 
—Alt Rochdale trade is becomiug very depressed.—A consivvrable augmentation 
in the number of panpers applying tor relief at the Aston Union is reported. — 
The silk weavers of Middleton are suffering severely from the Prevailing distress 
and have held meetings appea ing to the pablie for revef.—S veral of the mills 
a! Lancaster are raoning short time, and there isevery prospect ofa hard winter.— 
Both the leading branches of the trade at Coveutry are under pressure, and some 
agitation prevails among the weavers on account of their reduced earnings. The 
Watch trade is almost crippled.—At Sheflield there have been several sioppa:

Tie cart itself is asquare springless buggy, with 
extremely heavy shafts aud wheels, and rough can- 
vas hood, which is screwed on, should the travel'er 
desice it, The driver wears the p st-oflice livery 
ef vea green with a crimson turban, and an- 
nounces his approaching arrival at the various 
stations by a discordant blast upon his long horn. 
The horse-keeper perches himself behind toassist in 
putting things straight when they get disarranged, 
which is not untrequently the case, ‘Ihe seat 
hy the driver is for travellers, who pay at the 
rate of sixpence a mile if in company with the 
mails, or one shilling a mile if a special cart is 
engaged.

THE TOMB OF THE EMPEROR 
HUMAYOON. 


A REPRESENTATION of the tomb of the Km- 
peror Humayoon is of peculiar interest at the 
present moment, for this poilding is commonly re- 
ported to have been the scene of the capture of 
the Delhi princes, by Captain or Lieutenant Hod- 
sov. A strange story in connection with this 
event has made its appearance in the daily papers. 
It is told in the letter of a young 
officer to his friends in England. 
Thisletter, which is dated Sep'ember 
29, is to the following effect :— 

“A ‘ew days ago, Captain Hod- 
son (of ours) went out and cap- 
tured the King, and brouglit him 
in » prisoner. He 1s at present 
confined in his own palace. A few 
days later, he went ou! again, and 
came up with the King’s sons and 
grand-on. Lle had only 100 native 
horsemen of his own regiment with 
him,and theenemy about 10,000— 
3,000 of whom were fully armed 
sepoys. Hodson saw it was of no 
use attacking them, so he sent an 
emis-ary to tell the Princes that 
the game was up with them, and 
that they had better surrender, 
which they did efter some time, 
and came up to Hodson, who im- 
mediately surrounded the carriage 
with his men, He sent for their 
arms, and, alter hesitating some 
time, those also were given up, with 
seven elephants and lots of stores. 
On reaching the jail, Hodson 
ordered the Princes ont of the 
vehicle; they, imagining all was 
not right with themselves, brgan 
(native 1k-) to talk and say they 
hoped there mi-ht be an inquiry 
into their conduct. Hodson said, 
‘Be quiet!’ acd ordered them to 
take off all their five clothes, 
When this was done, he said, 
*Now get in again!’ and ordered 
the driver to proceed. He then 
beckoned to one of his men, and 
asked for a carbine, and, with his 
own hend, shot each and all of the 
three Princes. He then took their 
bodies into the city, and laid them 
out for inspection in front of the 
Kotwallie, where these wretches laid 
out their victims during the mas- 
sacre.

The — following 
story is narrated 
of fatherandson 
Hum ayoo: 
being at the point 
of death, Baber 
determined to 
aevote his own 
life to save that 
of his son, in ac- 
cordance with a superstition still prevalent in 
the Kast ; end so strong was the impression made 
on all parties, that Humayoon began at once to 
recover and Baber to decline. He died, 1530, 
at Agra, but is buried near Cabul. 

Humayoon’s great opponent after his accession 
to the throne was Shir Shah, an Affghan by de- 
scent, who first made himself master of Behar 
and the forts of Chunar and Rhotas, retarded 
Tlumayoon’s advance by the obstinate defence of 
the first-named fort, until he had completed the 
conquest of Bengal, and then avoiding a contest 
with a force far superior to his own, allowed 
Humayoon to overrun Bengai until the rainy 
season reduced him to inactivity, cut off his com- 
munications, and thinned his ranks by sickness 
during which time Shir Shah recovered Chunar, 
intercepted Humayoon’s communications with 
Agra, and surprised and defeated him on the banks 
of the Ganges, as he strove to emerge from the 
trap so judiciously laid for him, ‘The next year 
Shir Shah again defeated him near Canouj, and 
obliged him to fly to Lahore, in 1540, followed him 
up, and took the whole of the Punjab, founding 
the famous fort of Rhotas, on the Jelam. Shir 
Shah fell at the siege of Culinjer, in 154. He 
was no less distinguished as a ruler than as « 
general. Shir Shab’s fort, as well as Humayoon's 
noble tomb, are still to be seen near Delhi.

THE TOMB OF SOUCJA EL DAOLAT. 

Ovr picture o! the toub of Soucja el Dao'at is engraved from a photo- 
graph recently taken by Mr. De Lageo: ge. Ii is certainly our of the most 
remarkable of the many buildings of this character which are scattered 
over the whole of Hindo-tan, though they are more numerous and bevu- 
tiful in the northern provinces. The history of the occupant of this tomb 
is a melxncholy one, and teaches» ad lesson to ambitious and treacherous 
spirits. Souja el Daolat was brotherto the Emperor Auruugzebe, who had 
the eastern peculiarity of feeliug insecure so long as his brother continued 
to live. He had two brothers, both of whom were at the head of large 
armies, and were therefore uot easily disposed of, However, he determined 
to attack Dara, the younger, who had been named by his father #s successor 
to the throne, Hearing that Soudja el Daolat was daily expected from 
Bengal at the head of « considerable army, he went forth tu give him ba'tle, 
and completely routed his troops. Soudja el Daolat retired trow the field 
in confusion, Deserted by his followers he hastened to lis fortress at 
Mongir, where he lived for some time with his family. Eventually he was 
betrayed by the Rajah of Arracan, aud was brutally assassinated with his 
family,

For this purpose the cflicinis will have a separate cabin to 
themselves, and will take the eutire charge of the mails, instead of the Admiralty 
agents. This mode of preparing the mails, which has been carried on for some 
time by the Freveh Government in their Mediterranean postal steamers, will 
emg expedite the delivery of the correspondence contained m the Australian 
mails. 

METROPOLITAN BoaRD oF Works.—Ata late meeting of the Metropolitan 
Board of Works, it was unanimously resolved, “ Toat the engineer be instructed 
to consider and report as to the expediency of extending the outlets of the exist- 
ing sewers on either side further down into the river, so as to ensure a great 
dilution of the sewage waters, and to make an approximate estimate of the cost.” 
Mr. Alderman Cubitt said that, by the report of the engineer, be thought the 
cost would be about £100 000.

HARD TIMES, 

Tre painful fuct is gradaally becoming more apparent that this is 
to be a very trying winter, From norih—from south, there is the 
game stcry, The wheels of trade etand still, and tens of thousands 
of workmen are out of employment. This is one of the crises 
which occur every now aud then ; which make our ordinary political 
discussions seem very contemptible; and which bring into play all 
those theories about the conaition of the people, and the meaus of 
amending it, which are pursued half lazily at ordinary periods. We 
propose to say a few words on this view of the matter; bat we 
earnestly disclaim any of that stupid pretence to patronising or 


preaching at the working classes, which some people affect. 

In such periods as this, there are always persons ready to bring 
forward a pet scheme — sometimes of a socialist, sometimes of 
another character—for the geveral improvement. But then these 
ploches are just the worst occasions for thia, Ail large plans require 
time for their working ont; and, besides, all new plans excite alarm 
aud uneasiness. Now, the recent money difficulties have been the 
result of panic, ae it is, aud consequently tre more pesceably we can 
go about considering the problem the better, In New York, the 
vemocrats from ‘he Continent have raised the old war cries, aud what 
has been the result in that republic? Why, as steady an armed 
front as could have been presented to the agitation by any despot 
that the democrats had left behicd, This shows that it is not a ques- 
tion of political forms only whe her men shail suffer and property 
defeud itself. No possible arrangements of auffrages and modes of 
voting will prevent social distress from commercial canses. It is to 
be met by mora/ means: aud these are embarrassed just iu propor- 
tion as hatred, aud fear, aud such passions are brought into play in 
society. The rich caa help the poor—but the rigat way to bring 
abont this is not for the poor to attack the rich. 

The agitator at such a time, instead of considering the plain prac- 
tical question how to amend the present. difliculty, is given to specn- 
Jating on fhe abstract question why there shouid be rich end poor ? 
But the eff.ct of this is only to add a moral misery to the already 
existiog physi alone. We must inke some social order asa basis 
before we can amend society at all, When your house is tottering, 
is not the happiest time for studying general arcaiteciure. 

But thouga this ia the worst possible time tor agitation, it is right 
that the distress which dces exist should be made widely and publicly 
known by less violent methods. Suciety must face the fact; it is 
merely superfluous to eay that it is its duty to alleviate it, since 
experience shows that it must. It is the condition of labour, now, 
wh ch determines politics and government at bottom. 

What then is to be done? The first answer to this is to show 
what cam be done and what ean of. No iegisiation could now 
compel the customers of Manchester aud Preston to send orders for 
goods which they do not want and caunot bay. No pariiameut under 
heaven could compel an embarrassed mill-owner to keep his mill 
open, and if it tried it, would only do mischief. Trade, of all things 
| is sei! governed iv our day, and wili vot bear interference. : 
| Wha: we can do is nothing new, or wonderful, or myetterious, for 
| these are the atiributes of quacsery. We cau only fail back on com-

CAPTAINS AND THEIR CREWS. 


AN unprovoked murder, accompanied with unheard-of brutality, } 
heen committed at sea, Captain Christie and dames Neillard, the o1 
commander and the other first officer of the barque EZizabeth, were charge! 
last week at the Liverpool Police-court, with causing the death of Frauci 
Rodriguez, a Spavixh seaman, under the following circumstances, 

Ti@eap'ain who left England with the Avizabeth having quitted her a! 
Calabar, Captain Christie came on board and assumed the command, 
bringing with him three sailors, one of whom was the deceased mau 
Rodriguez, described as having been at that time “robust and healthy ” 

The vessel had been about two months at sea, when Rodrivuez vw 
dentally broke the glass of the binnacle-lamp, upon which the captiiu 
“seized Rodriguez by the back of the head, threw him down, and besau 
to kick him ali over the body.” It is said that he continued kicking lin 
with the greatest violence, saying at the time, “ You worthless scoundre! 
I'll murder you; you shall never live to see Liverpool.” After he hai 
kicked him all over the body and head, the captain “ lifted his foot severs| 
times, and stamped his heel with ail his force on the unfortunate man’s haek.” 

All this reads like exaggeration, We hear of a man kicking another for 
five minutes, and fancy the indignant spectators must, in snite of thew. 
selves, have overstated the duration of the poor fellow’s sutferings. Bu! 
the etfect of the captain’s atrocious brutality shows that to the cruelty of 
such a monster no limits can be assigned. “ Rodriguez,” we are told, 
“crawled to the forecastie. [is body was black and blue, and somethin, 
hke a joint projected from the lower part of his back where the cap!ai 
had stamped upon him.” 

The next morning Rodriguez was naturally unable to leave his roou 
However, towards the afternoon the captain appeared, and shouting to liv, 
said, You Russian, if you don’t come out Vil clap a tackle on you, and 
drag you out,” There was a jump on the right side of his head ; hus ier 
was distigured with bruises, and he began to spit blood. He was forced tv 
take the wheel as usual, though he complained that he was unabie tv 
use it. 

Hitherto we have only seen brutality exhibited by the captain, and ean 
not help hoping that the erew, although they dared not interfere, were 
one and all struck with terror at the inhuman conduct of their commande. 
With the majority of them such indeed was the case ; and although the 
proceedings against the murderers o! Rodriguez have been instiluted by the 
Government, it was in consequence of information supplied by the crew 
that they were commenced. ‘lhe captain had changed all his lands « 
Kingston ; but some of the sailors who had witnessed his savage trea'- 
ment of Rodriguez succeeded in reaching Liverpool, where they at once 
denounced him. 

One of the mates, however, proved himself as cruel and cowardly as the 
captain himself, in conjunction with whom he now stands charged with the 
murder. Exhausted and nearly unable to move, Rodriguez appears tv 
have failed to relieve the look-out, upon which the mate seized hin by the 
throat, threw him on his back violently, and kicked him as hard as be 
could thirteen times. The Spaniard—still ordered to proceed to thie louh- 
out—crawled forward on his hands and knees, “ but said he could not sv, 
as the blood was gushing to his eyes every moment.” 

With similar fecocity—of which it would be useless to repeat the detail> 
—the captain beat the unhappy seaman several times alter the mate 
attack, until at last he died, and was pitched over the side of the vessel. 

We shall watch the proceedings against the captain and mate with some t- 
terest; in the meantime, we cannot help expressing a regret that the Gover: 
ment did not long since see the propriety of taking the imitiative in sucli 
eases as the above. Captains of trading vessels must be made to feel thi! 
they are responsible at home for their conduct at sea; otherwise we sii! 
constantly meet with instances—as we already too often have done—ol met 
without education, and without any preparatory discipline, behaving Wi!) 
a brutality and cruelty which was never exercised by the most severe 
martinet in the strictest “service” in the world,

for among them murder is a crime of the most frequent occurrence, The 
adult male population of Siam are somewhat reserved in their relations 
with the weaker sex, who are obliged to observe the most retiring line of 
conduct towards their male friends aud acquaintances, for the most trivial 
attention to a wife or daughter is frequently tollowed by a law suit, whieh 
sometimes ends iu the offeuding yentleman being suld into slave ry. 
Amoug the Siimese there is no distinction of ¢ ste, Lor is there an hereai- 
tary order of priesthood, as among 
Slavery exists to a great extent; it is said that one-third of the whole 
population of the country are bondsmen. ‘These are of three deseriptions 
those taken prisoners in war; children sold by parents and persons wtio morl- 
fage, as it were, their services in payment of debtsthey may have coutracted. 
Slavery, however, is very different among the Siamese to whit it is in the 
Southern States of America, In Siam they are treated with humanity, 
and are considered more as domestic servants. The women, unlike their 
sex in most eastern nations, are not kept in confinement, but have their 
liberty, and occupy themselves in domestic duties, and in spinning and em- 
broidery. For their King the Siamese have a profound reverence; he is 
regarded us u kind of demi-god, and so sacred, that it is considered sacri- 
lege for his most iutimate courtiers to look him in the fuce- “they approach 
him at all times in a crawling position, aud when lis M sjesty appears in 
public, his people usually prostrate themselves before him, Li is profanity 
on the part of a subject to dare to utter the real name of their Sove reign, 
and when they speak of lim they referto himas “the perfect one, the lord 


of justice” We, however, are under po such restrictions, and my there 


fore 1wform our readers that the name of the present King of Siam is Som- 
detch Phra, He ascended the throu» on the death of his brotiier in 1851, 
Throughout the entire reign of his brother, Somdetch Phra retired to a 
monastery, and fur twenty years devoted himself to study, and with 
such good results, that he is very justly considered the most 
intelligent monarch that ever sat upon the throne of Siew 
He is a good Orier'al linguist, having a perfect knowledge of Sanserit, 
Bali, &e. He sp aks and writes Eoglish fluendy, and has a fair know- 
ledge of Latin. . younger brother reigns with Somdetch Phra us seeoud 
King, and it wouid appear that this system of double monareliy works well. 

It is a mistaken notion to suppose that the Sinmese, because they are 
Bhuddhists. do not eat beet or 1utton, or milk, cheese, and butter. They 
not only eat of these, but partake of venison, game, poultry, and pork. 
Their principal beverage is tea, but, judging by our aubassadorial friends, 
thev do not disdain either brandy, ale, stout, port, or champagne. 

The Siamese are ex eedingly cleanly in their habits asd persons ; they 
bathe daily, and after every meal clean their teeth, which are almost 
black from the use of the betel-nut, which they chew to the same extent 
as the Americans do tobacco. 

The productions of Siam are numerous and of great value. Among 
minerals, goid, z.nc, irou, lead, and antimony may be saidto abound. The 
Chinese are engaged largely in Siam in mining operations, as also in 
smelting. Rubies and other precious stones are found among the moun- 


| tains; and salt, which is obtained by evaporation, is exported in large 


quantities to the Malayan countries. Rice grows in great abundance, and 
is the staple article of food, Maize is produc ed in large quantities 5 and 
the sugar-cane, which grows to great pertection, is said to be the finest pro- 
duced in the same latitude, The whole country abounds with the cocoa- 
nut tree and palms of various kinds, Cotton is cultivated and grown in 
sufficient quantities to admit of a considerable exportation to China. 

The revenue of the country is derived from a capitation tax on all the 
Siamese, with higher rates on foreigners; land taxes, Government monvo- 
polies, and customs duties, 

PRESENTATION OF THE AMBASSADORS TO THE QUEEN, 

It was on Thursday, Nov, 19, that the Siamese Ambassadors, accoin- 
panied by Captain Clavering, R.N., and Mr. E. Mowle, went to Windsor by 
special train of the Great Western Railway. At the Windsor station her 
Majesty’s carriages were in waiting to convey them to the Castle, where 
they were received by a guard of honour, drawn up in the quadrangle, 

The Ambassadors passed up the Grand Staircase into the Guard Cham- 
ber between lines of Yeomen of the Guard, and were there conducted into 
the ‘Tapestry-room, Soon afier one o'clock the Queen, secompanied 
hy his Royal Highness the Prince Consort and her Royal Higlness the 
Princess Royal, and attended by the Duchess of Atholl and Lavy Caroline 
Barrington, Ladies in Waiting. and the Gentiemen in Waiting, proceeded 
to the Throne-room of the Castle. 

Hlis Royal Highness Prince Frederick William of Prussia, attended by the 
gentlemen of his suite, was present; and the Earl of Clarendon, K.G., the 
Queen’s princinal Secretary of State for Foreign Affairs, stood in attend- 
ance near her Majesty. 

The Ambassadors were now conducted by her Majesty’s Master of 
the Ceremonies and a Gentleman Usher, trom the Tapestry-room, through 
St. George’s-hall and the Grand Reception-room, to the door of 
the Throne-room, where they were received by the Vice-Chamber- 
lain and two Gentleman Ushers, by whom they were conducted 
to the presence of the Queen in the following order :— First 
came his Exceilency Phya Mantri Suriywanse, the enief Arbasaador 
from the Major-King of Siam, who advanced towards her M sty 
in a stooping position, bearing ona salver of gold the autograph letters 
from the two Kings. His suite followed him on their hanus and knees, 
and as they approached the throne they maue a series of the most reverent 
obeisances. Lamariaiely in front of the throne was an ottoman, and on 
this the Chief Ambassador placed the salver, after which he performed 
a retrograde movement for a few yards, to commence a new series of 
obeisances, advancing after each ove to the otioman on which he had 
left the salver and letters. His Excelleney, still ina stooping position, now 
yroceeded to read in the Siamese language, siti a distinet voice, the follow-

“Tam happy to learn that the couduct of my ofticers, whom I charged with 
the duty of couveying and attending upon the Ambassadors during their voyage 
to Eayland, has been such as to contribute to their comturt and to afford them 
Satisfaction.” 


A copy of the above having been handed to his Excelleucy by Lord Claren- 
dov, the audience terminated, and the members oi the Einbassy now returned 
to St. George's [all, from wheace they were couaucted to the Waterloo Gal 
lery, where luncheon was served, end al which they were Joined by several 
of the nobiemen and gentlemeu of hur Majesty's household, who had been 
present at the reception, [is Excellency the Ciief Ambassador wore an 
enormous broad-brimmed hat, e:aborately ornamented wilh gold; and the 
other members of the Embassy wore couical-siaved skull caps, seamed 
with gold, and ornamented with a chased gold spike at the lop. ‘Those ot 
the highest diguity liad the addition of a sort of curtaia to their caps ol 
dark purple velvet, The dress of the Cnief Ambassador was very magni- 
ficent, being of gold tissue woven on a# fabric of god net. Round his 
Waist he wore a belt thickly set with diamoncs of great value. As quay 
be supposed, this reception was a most inieresiing sight to tne select tew 
who were privileged to be present. The Siamese, in following out a 
national aud peculiar mode of approaching a Royal personage, acquitted 
themselves with the most perfect propriety. 

THE SIAMESE AMBASSADORS AND SUITE. 

His Excellency Piya Mantri Suriywause, a noble of high rank, brother 
to the present Prime Mioister, and first Ambassador from the Major- 
King of Sian, is about thirty-seven years of age, and is nearly related tu 
both the Kings of Siam, beimg the son of the late Queen’s brother, a 
person of high attainments, and one of the three noblemen appointed by 
their Majesties the Kings of Siam to draw up, in conjunction with Sir 
John Bowring, the treaty which now exists between the two countries, 
His Excellency takes much interest in agriculture, has a taste for arehi- 
tecture, and seems very earnest in his desire to glean such information as 
may be useful to him on his return to Siam. This being the efor, it is nol 
surprising that machinery of all kinds should be with him an object ol 
interest. We are informed that he is now coilecting tie works of the best 
English authors on various branches of science, that he may be abe to 
promote the instruction of the rising geoeration of Siam through the 
medium of the missionaries, who have establishments at Siam as weil as at 
Singapore. He is also making large purchases of various manulactures, 
not tor the purposes of trade, but for the King, wio is ansious to familiarise 
his people with the various productions ol Great Britain,and to encourage and 
improve their manufacturing abilities, by displaying to them the results of 
Luropean civilisation, His Excellency has long been a Court favourite, 
not only with the Kings of Siam, but with the nobles and royal officers 
of whom he is the cniel, He likewise holds the appointment of Lord 
High Steward to the King, and is governor of the royal palaces and domains. 
From our portrait it will be noticed that the Chief Ambassador is inclined 
to be corpulent, In height he is slightly below the Knglish stan. 
dard; his countenance shows the high-bred Siamese, who is chiefly remark- 
able for his non-resemblance to the Chinese type. t.is manuers are those 
o! a gentlemao, if judged even by the European standard. He is strongiy 
inclived to mirth, and exhibits mnel geueral good nature,with sn apprecia- 
tion of any kinduesses that may be shown either to himseil or members of 
his suite. He has with him a youoger brother, a goud-looking youth, 
and a son, aged thirteen years, both of whom he intends to leave behind 
him in England, for the purpose of having them educated. To Professor 
Wilson, of the Bast India House, he brings ‘rom the First King of Siam, 
who is a corresponding meinber of the Asiatic Society, some interesting 
papers and elaburate paintings relating to the Buddhist religion. 

His Excellency Chau Mun Sarbbedh Bhacty, the King’s Minisier for 
Private Affairs and Second Ambassador from the Major-King of Siam, is 
the son of Knoon Chintabichitr, aman of great learning, aud treasurer of 
the sacred Buddhistical books belonging to the royal family. His Excel 
lency was at au early age adopted by the King, who superintended his edu- 
cation, and bestowed on him the same affection that he showed for hisown 
children. He iy a mag of great intelligence, and from his convers:tion it 
may be gathered that he possesses a fair knowleage o1 some of our best 
scieutific works; he is collecting ‘or tne King -uen books ast e Evey: lopeedia 
Britannica, aiso Latin, Sanserit, Bali, and Persian Lexicons—works on nae 
Vigation, vaval and military lacties, gunnery, eugiueeriog, and astronumy. He 
is also purchasing for the a large quautiieso: {uroiture, plate, aud jewel- 
lery ; and has commissioned Mr, Hancock, the court jeweller, to make a sword 
which 1s to cost between £800 and £1,000. ‘The design was furnished by his 
Excellency, who is a clever ornanental draughtsman. He is of uuassuming 
manners, and precise and simple in hus style of dress. He wears little 
jewellery, aud from morning till evening passes mosi of his time in dictat- 
ing to his secretary, or in receiving the different tradesmen with whom he 
has business to transact. In stature he is above the Eugiish standard, 
with a good figure ol a somewhat muscular build, 

His Excellency, Cha Mun Mondir Bidacks, is the son of an old and taithful 
nurse of the Second King of Siam, ‘rom whom he comes as Third Ambas- 
sador, Since he has been in Kogiand he has suffered much ‘rom the 
effects of our climate, and has been unable to get abroad to the same extent 
as the other members ot the Embassy. He is ot retiring manners, and 
seems pleased at the slightest attention shown to him. Ie is second in 
command of the Royal guards attached to the person of the Second King, 
and has a soldierly bearing about him which well befits his manly and 
well proportioned figure, 

The Honourable Cia Mun Rajmde and the Honourable Nai Biebar 
Sarbkitch are Siamese noblemen, who came in charge of the presents sent 
by the Kings of Siam to her Majesty. The first ia a step-brother of the 
Chief Ambassador, and holds the second command of the body guard of 
the first King of Siam; the other is one of the private ministers at the 
Court of Siam, They are both inteiligent young men, pleasing in their 
manners, and of amiable dispositions, 

The lronourable Mom Rojoday, educated by 
of Siam, is the Grand Interpreter to the Court of Siam, aud accompanies 
the Enbassy to Englind in that capacity. He is related by warriage to 
both the Kings; he speaks Engiish exceedingly we!l, aud takes great pains 
to couvey to their Excellencies aud the members of the Embassy a ftir 
translation of all that is addressed to them. He 1s somewhat syed, and far 
from active. His manners are obliging, and there is hothing he seems to 
enjoy more than a ¢ée-d-(ée with an Euglish gentleman. He is tolerably 
well read, and is forming a library of Engiish works to carry back 
with him; and for his Majesty the First King he is purchasing the most 
recently-invented astronomical instraments, and talks of the instruments 
of our most celebrated makers with a knowledge of the subject winich is 
somewhat surprising.

Of 
the unfitness of Dr. Booth, who adv wates the costly scheme, there seems 
tu be but one opinion in the council, every member of which signed the 
requisition requesting him to withdraw. Some allusions in tie speech of 
Mr. C. W. Dilke, the president of the council, to painful and delicate cir- 
cumstances, not then further explained, but which had been debated in the 
council in Dr. Booth’s presence, have conveyed a general impression tht 
some facts are suppressed which must ere lung be made public. ‘The 
council appear, from Mr. Dilke’s speech, to be about to give an important 
extension to their sphere of usefulness. ‘The question of artistic copyrizh', 
to which the presidert called the attention of the society, is one ol the 
highest importance, the unsatisfactory stat'e of the law on that subject 
being notorious.

THE THEATRICAL LOUNGER 
EGYPTIAN HALL—HAYMARKET—OLYMPIC—ADELPHI—STRAND, | 

Ir is not often at this period of the year that play-goers have such an 
embarras des richesses as at »resent. Managers are yenerally too much 
occupied in getting up their Christmas attractions to provide novelty just 
now ; and for the middle of November to witness the production of three 
new pieces at cis-pontine theatres is almost unprecedented. 

Mr. Albert Smith commenced his new season at the Egyptian Hall on 
Monday evening, to an audience which filled every corner of the build 
ing, while hundreds of persons were unable to obtam admission, ‘lie 
present entertainment 1s divided into two parts; in the fit of whieh 
the traveller is taken to Chamouni vid Belgium and the Rhine, the Ber- 
nese Oberland, Zurich, the Rigi, the Lake of Lucerne, the Jungfrau, the 
Great St. Bernard, and Geneva. This portion is delivered by Mr. Smith 
with the greatest rapidity (indeed, aduet between a piano and a cornet-2. 
piston, oa a French country air ona tin fiddle, which he plays, scarcely 
seem to stop lis volubility), and is appropriately wound up im the best 
patter song, toa medley of tunes, which he has ever written; it is descrip- 
tive of the Knglish encountered abroad, and is called “ Brown on his 
Travels.” Between the parts the dioramic representation of the Ascent of 
Mount Blane is shown, and forms a pictorial enfr’acte, The second part is 
entirely devoted to Naples and the adjacent points of interest. Mr, Beverley 
contributes some beautilul pictures; there are views of Naples from two 
different points, the House of the Tragic Poet at Pompei, the Ruins of | 
Peestum, the Blue Grotto at Capri, a sketch of a party ct travellers ascend- 
ing Vesuvius, and finally, a glowing picture of the eruption, This part of 
the lecture is also entirely new, and Mr. Smith’s sketches of Italian tite aud 
scenery, and comments upon the manners and customs of the old inhabitants 
of Pompei, are full of nice feeling, quaintness, and truth, He also sings 
a song abounding in classical allusion, aud quotations from the Etou Gram- 
mar, which will certainly be the delight of all the schoolboys on their re- 
turn home at Christmas. Mr. Smith’s reception was enthusiastic ; he was 
constantly cheered during the lectures, and recalled at the end of each part. 
“At the Olympic Mr. Stirling Coyne has recently hit off Mr. Robson's 
peculiar talent for the expression of suppressed terror, in a new piece en- 
tilled “ What will they say at Brompton ?? At this suburb reside Mr, 
Robson and Miss Wyndham, a cosy married couple, and they are about to 
start for a six months’ continental tour, when they receive a visit from a 
Mr. Croker (Mr. G. Cooke), who fills their minds with terrible stories 
of brigands, avalanches, Xc. Pondering over these horrors, Mr. Robson 
falls asleep, and in his dreams goes through a variety of extraordinary 
adventures with brigands and Italian ladies; awaking, to find himself ut 
home and happy. A tale in an old number of “ Blackwood,” ealled “A 
Traveller in spite of himself,” probably served as a nucleus for this clever 
little piece. 

“Take care of Dowb”—Mr. Morton’s new farce at the Haymarket 
—promises too much in the title for anything to be made of the perform 
ance. It is very far inferior to any of the author’s previous attempts, and 
the practical fun which 18 introduced leads to nothing, and is evicently 
lugged in by the heels. ‘Ihe dialogue is, however, very funny, and Mr. 
Backstoue acts admirably. 

A little farce called “'I'he Middy Ashore” has been revived at the 
Adelphi. The principal character is cleverly played by Miss M. Wilton. 

T havew’t laughed so much at a farce for a long time as at Mr. Bridye- 

’s© Telegram” produced xt the Strand on Monday. The great cha-

racter was a long thin LL.D. played by Mr. Summers, who appears to 
lave been born and bred for the simple purpose of playing the part. He 
wears a long clerical black coat, shoes, white craval, and green spectacles, 
aad his face is so appropriate that he requires no “imuggiog.” The au- 
dience shouted with laughter at every one of his entrmes, and every posi- 
tion appeared to make him still more ludicrous. He looked like & living, 
walking caricature by “ Cham,” 

The ecene of the farce is laid io a telegraph office; and the plot arises 
from a conflict. between the clerical gentleman (who visits London and goes 
on the sly in Highland costume to the Holborn Casino) and an impulsive 
youth, who, during the Doctor's absence, has plaaned an elopement with 
his niece. Both of them await a telegraphic message to “ Mr. Smith,” 
the uame which each assumes. A discussion as to the comparative merits 
of “telegram” and “telegrapheme” is introduced, and in the course of it 
the long, learned anatomy reiterates the arguments already published in the 
“Times” on the subject. The farce ends, in the usual manner, with « 
marriage by consent of all parties.

ranged for the pane, of which the above-named works form the four 

latest parts. We have said enough about “ Rigoletto,” “ Il Trovatore,” 
und “La Traviata,” in these columns to justily us in not entering upon 
theie merits now ; and as “ Les Vepres Siciliennes”” has never been repre- 
sented in England, we should be unable to give our readers any notion of it 
at all, without devoting toit a much Jaryer amountof space than we happen 
to have at our command, Certainly “ Rigoletto” and “11 Trovatore” are 
the two best of Verdi's operas, while the “ Uraviata” is one of the most 
popular, As for the * Vépres Sicilienues,” it is a well known fact that it 
attracted more persons to the Academie Royale during its first series of 
representations than were ever drawn thither by either of Meyerbeer’s 
great works, aud it is already known in Eugland (even to those who missed 
hearing it in Paris when Sophie Cruvelli was prima donna) by avery effee- 
tive Sicilienne, « charming bacarolle, a highly dramatic duet, and a quan- 
lity of very melodious aud sparkling ballet music, But without saying any 
more about the juiriusic merits of the tour works betore us,—which are the 
most recent productions of the most popular composer at present in the 
world,—we will werely call stteation to the admirable mauner in which 

Rudolf Nordmanu hus arranged them for the pianoforte, and the cheap and 

convenient form in which they are issued, In proot of the good taste and 

skill with which M, Nordmann has performed his part as arranger, we 
will instance in particular his transcription of the celebrated quartet in

Lapidaries, Grand Master of the Cagliostro Lodge of hreemasons, Chairman 
of the Nor-nor-Eastern Railway, a Governor of Clirist’s Hospital, Member 
of the Academies of St. Vitus of Bergamo and St, Giles of Bologna, aud 
Seneschal of the Manvir of Fanfreluche. 

This fortunate man, then—a millionaire, high inthe favour of bis Sov 
reign, learned, cultivated, a linguist, un artist, a writer on prevement grac: 
and a frequent lecturer at the Hoegum-cum-Homany Literary ani 
Scientifle Institution, and an cecasional contributor to first-class reviews 
and magazines, a patron of impnmerable philanthropic societies, an orto 
on evangelical platforms, a chairman at countless charity dinners, a di/ 
fante, the friend of the poor, the champion of his order, the star of the 
peerage—had every advantage, every gilt, that can make life distioguistieu, 
splendid, happy. His word was law. Miles of English soil belonged 1 
him. He had the enfrée of St. James’s. Before the magnificence 0! his 
titles and possessions German grand dukedoms and Ital aa principalities 
splendid as they were, paled their ineffectual fires, He was a greater 
prince than Schaumburg-Lippe, than Hesse-Hombourg,than Tour and Taxi 
than Rudesheimer-Marcobruuner. Had he not a hundred and twenty 
thousand a year? Huzz, Buzz, and Pildash were his bond-servants ; Scoo 
and Coupon did him homage. He was surrounded by lip-service aud eyr- 
service, by vassals and dependents, by courtiers and flattereis. He was 
from the commencement Porphyrogenitus, and his coronet cast a purple 
shadow on him. As an infant in his eradle—hald, toothless, naked, an’ 
helpless—in the first hour of birth, he had more power and influence, liv 
commanded more reverence and consideration, than all the wisdo.n aud 
learning and virtue of eighty years, in a common wan, could secure. Il 
ought to have been the happiest man alive; he would perhaps have enjoyed 
the maximum of human felicity if he had only been able to open his mouth 
in the House of Lords,and if he had not been eaten up with the king’sevil.

Prince Gregory Sardanapalasoff, who was such a favouri e of that monar(!, 
and who atterwards assisted Counts Pahlen aud Zouboff in strangling him. 
To the world at large she was a maguificent creature, with diamoud eye, 
with a dress all over diamonds, who spoke eight languages, aud sang iike 
Madame Pasta, To the Duke, en petit comité she was an intolerable 
shrew, who builied him, beat her children unmerciluliy, swore in the Frenc!: 
and Muscovite languages, aud in bed had feet as cold as icebergs. Her 
lady’s-maids (she discharged about one every fortnight) attributed to her 
other vices, such as smoking cigarettes, playing at cards and cheating 
thereat, and drinking eau-de-Cologne grog.

HORSE TRAPPINGS. 


This description of cloth has been manufactured to perfection in Siam 
and Cambodia from ancient times. In the manufacturing of this 
| cloth, white silk yarn is used, and dyed in the following manner :— 
| The silk yarn is taken in the quantity of about a handful ; and the parts 
that it is desired should remain undyed are tied round with the leaves called 
ka pho, and then put into the dyeing matter, the parts exposed only taking 
the dye. ‘The leaves are then removed, and tied round the parts that have 
been dyed, and other parts that it is desired should remain white or un- 
dyed, and is again put into the dyeing matter of a different colour, the 
parts exposed ouly taking the dye. This process of removing and tying of 
the leaves is repeated ; the silk yarn is all dyed of the requisite colours, and 
then it is woven into cloth, having flowers on both sides nearly alike 


This description of cloth is only manufactured in Siam and Cambodia 
bat when it was first invented is unknown.” 
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We have now only to identify the different objects represented in the 
engraving on page 364. No.1 isthe terra-cotta iea-pot and agate cup and 
saucer previously referred 10; they stand in a gold tray. 2. A massive 
silver salver; beneath it is a comb, which, with the exception of the 
teeth, is of solid gold iniaid with jewels, 3.

PARIS FASHIONS FOR DECEMBER. 

ALL the principal “ Magazins de Modes” are stocked with cloaks and 
mantles of every variety of form and material, ‘This seavou the bournonse 
and the mantle may be said to contend for fashionable favour. ‘The velvet 
mantle, with its loose hanging sleeves, and elaborate trimming of passe- 
menterie, lace, Xe., is rich and aristocratic, But the bournouse has the 
recommendation of being admirably well adapted to ordinary out-door cos- 
tume, as it may be made of cloth of the plainest colours. The bournouse 
is, however, frequently made of very rich materials. At the opera in Paris | 
many ladies have worn bournouses of rich velvet, or of brocade in which | 
yold is interwoven. The hoods are frequently made so as to be taken off | 
or fixed on at pleasure, for the purpose of substituting a hood of lace or 
guipure. ‘These hoods of black jace or guipure, drawn over the head and 
partially veiling the face, have much of the gracetul effect of the Spanish 
mantilla, and their lightness prevents any injury to the coiffure. 

Paris is now beginning to recover that animation whic has been so | 
visibly suspended daring the interval of summer excursions. ‘The Chaussee 
«’Antin is almost entirely re-peopled. The streets of the Faubourg St. 
Honoré are no longer thronged with English strollers, and even many of 
the elegant inhabitants of the Faubourg St. Germain have returned totheir | 
winter homes. 

But the season of balls and evening re-unions has vot yet fairly eom- 
menced, and meanwhile the attention of the Parisian »ordéstes is directed 
almost exclurively to outdoor costumes, or what is termed “ toilette de 
ville.” 

Dresses still retain their vast amplitnde; not only skirts, hut sleeves, 
are made exceedingly full. Flounces are no longer indispensable; as 
many dresses are made without flounces as with thom. Broad side trim- 
mings, in the style called ‘ quilles,” are highly-fashionable, and they are 
better suited than flounces to the thick, massive silks which the looms of | 
Lyons have this season produced. 

“Many of the newest winter bonnets are made of velvet of two colours, 
as blue and black, green and black, &c. Small tuits of feathers, in shaded 
lines, are placed at each side. Flowers and foliage, made of black and 
coloured velvet, and tastefully intermingled with jet, are also favourite 
ornaments for winter bonnets,

They have hitherto been 
under the impression that the sufferers in such cases were only the 
miserable accused fellows in hob-nail boots, who eould not even write to 
the papers, and whom a false imprisonment of a few mon hs only kept out 
of mischief. But the country ought not to rely too much upon the lesson 
being a profitable one to the rural justices themselves. ‘The system should 
be reformed, and that speedily. 

A burglary was last week committed at a house in Lambeth, in which a 
manufacturing jeweller was in the habit of pursuing his vocation, The 
house was entered while a large stock of diamonds was supposed to be upon 
the premises, but this valuable plunder was fortunately missed by the 
thieves. We mention the case on account of a+ ngular incident connected 
therewith, and which shows the combination ana cunning of the thieves.

DISGRACEFUL SCENE IN A CHURCHYARD. 

Miss Scope t, a daughter of the Rev. John Scobell, the rector of All Sainte, 
Lewes, had for some months been living at Sackville (Catholic) College, Last 
Grinstead, and here she died, The renainsof the young tady were brougy.t trom 
tne college to the Lewes station by train, on the evening of Wednesday weet 
accompanied by the chief warden of the college (the Rev, Mr. Neale) and seven 
or eight of the ladies of the sisterhood. When the coffin, covered with a jarze 
cross-emblazoned pall, was taken out of the train, a numer of the inhabitants «| 
the town collected and tollowed the procession to All Saints’ Chureli, the rector 
and his family having joined on the way. The church was crowded, and the 
burial service was read by the Rev. Mr. Hutcheson, of Firle. The procession 
then moved round the church to Mr, Scobell’s family vauit. At the close ol tic 
service one of the sisters attempted to place a garland upon the coflin, and Mr
